We  have  special  connections  in  Norway  from  where  we 
get  our  Norway  Spruce  and  Scotch  Pine  seeds  and  several 
varieties  of  Junipers,  the  same  party  gets  our  Mugho  pine 
seeds  from  the  Orkney  Islands.  Visiting  nursery  men  tell  us 
they  have  never  seen  seedling  equal  to  our  stands  of  these 
varieties. 

Our  Austrian  pine  seeds  are  from  the  tall  timber  stands 
in  the  foothills  of  the  Tyrolean  Alps  and  the  seedlings  from 
these  at  two  years  old  are  a  wonder  to  nurserymen  not  ac¬ 
quainted  with  them. 

Our  seedlings  are  grown  under  irrigation  on  soil  which  is 
ideal  for  thrifty  growth  and  vigorous  root  development. 

We  guarantee  our  stock  to  be  true  to  name,  and  to  be 
delivered  to  carrier  in  perfect  condition,  and  we  employ  the 
most  up-to-date  methods  Of  packing.  After  stock  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  public  carrier,  our  responsibility  ceases.

Many  extravagant  claims  have  been  made  for  lining 
out  stock  grown  under  unfavorable  climatic  conditions 
in  the  far  north.  Experienced  nurserymen,  however, 
know  that  hardiness  depends  on  two  things;  First,  it 
must  be  inherited  from  the  parent  seed  stock.  Second, 
it  depends  on  the  ability  to  mature  early  and  capacity 
to  store  up  plenty  of  starch  for  winter  food. 

Slow  grown,  stunted  stock  is  deficient  in  stored  up 
starch,  and  are  tardy  in  recovering  from  the  shock  after 
being  transplanted  to  the  open  field.

Biota  Orientalis  Aurea  (Oriental  Arbor  Vitae) 


Stocky,  upright  grower,  turns  a  golden  bronze  color  in 
autumn.  We  believe  this  to  be  more  resistant  to  summer 
heat  and  lack  of  moisture  than  any  other  evergreen.  We  have 
a  bl-ock  of  these  transplanted  last  year  as  one-year  seedlings. 
The  stand  is  very  nearly  100%  and  they  are  standing  in  open 
field  without  irrigation;  we  had  no  rain  from  May  5  till  Aug.  18, 
and  in  spite  of  extreme  heat,  these  trees  kept  up  a  steady 


growth  and  not  a  sign  of  sunburn.  They  are  now  fine, 

stocky

Upright  Chinese  juniper,  blue-green  color,  very  fast 
grower,  a  little  less  compact  in  form  than  the  Swedish  juni¬ 
per,  but  much  hardier  and  less  subject  to  juniper  blight,  very 
nearly  true  to  form  and  color  from  seeds,  roots  very  vigorous 
and  should  be  severely  cut  back  before  planting.

We  pass  along,  for  what  it  is  worth,  our  last  year’s 
experience,  with  the  extremely  adverse  weather  condi¬ 
tions,  we  have  been  through.  Last  fall  we  done  con¬ 
siderable  forestry  planting,  on  unscalped  ground,  and 
all  survived  the  winter  in  fine  shape,  though  the  growth 
this  summer  was  light,  it  is  a  good  stand. 

Last  spring’s  planting  on  scalped  ground  was  near¬ 
ly  a  total  failure,  the  same  conditions  prevailed  in  our 
nursery  plantings. 

From  now  on  our  lining  out  work  will  be  done  in 
early  fall,  and  we  shall  sow  oats  broadcast  between  the 
rows,  to  prevent  heaving  in  the  spring.
